SUBMARINES A REAL DANGER; 
SAYS ENGLAND WILL STIOK. 


Speedy Way in Which American 
Government has Rendered As- 
sistance in Great War. 


(RY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

LONDON, May 17.—Speaking at 
the Navy League luncheon to Amer- 
fean officers today, Sir Edward Car- 
son, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
remarked that the date of the func- 
tion almost caincided with the ar- 
rival of the first installment of the 
assistance which the American navy 
was going to give the Allies in the 
formidable task which lies before 
them. 

As First Lord of the Admiralty, 
Bir Edward said he desired to ex- 
press his appreciation of the speedy 
way in which the American govern- 
ment had rendered assistance. He 
extended a hearty welcome to the 
officers and men of the American 
navy who had come to do this work. 

The First Lord of the Admiralty 
was frequently interrupted during 
his address with prolonged cheers, 
the greatest demonstration coming 
when he sald: 

The submarine menace is a real 
danger. It would be foolish in me 
to underestimate it. In the coming 
months the courage and grit of our 
people will be sorely tried. It may 
even be a question who is going to 
stick it out. But I will tell you who 
is going to stick it out: Weare go- 
ing to atick it out.” 

APPLAUD SPEAKER. 

At this juncture many of Sir Ed- 
ward's listeners rose that they might 
applaud with greater freedom. Sir 
Edward continued. 

“But it is our task to grapple with 
this menace. We therefore welcome 
the help of the great republic of the 
west. Fighting together, we are in- 
vincible, and I feel not a shadow of 
doubt that we shall attain victory, a 
victory not for ourselves alone, but 
for the entire world.” 

Sir Edward began his remarks by 
discharging a broadside at his polit- 
ical critics, adding: 

“It would take a long time for me 
to review the criticism of my ad- 
ministration, but I am thankful I 
am so constituted that I can never 
get cold feet.” 

A toast to President Wilson was 
proposed by the Duke of — 
who said: 

“No one can accuse President Wwil- 
son of wishing war. He, like his 
people, wanted peace, but war was 
forced upon them. This w has 
wiped away the misunderstandings 
between Great Britain and the 
United States, because we are out 
for freedom and liberty. It will con- 
solidate our alliance and will set an 
example to the rest of the world.”

SANTA BARBARA, May 17.— 
Ellen May Pico, jointly charged with 
Richard - Paaske, her 19-year-old 
lover, with the murder of Pio Pico, 
her husband, sprung a mild surprise 
during Paaske's trial in the Supe- 
rior Court today by refusing to tes- 
tify in his behalf, because her tes- 
timony could be used against her.

Fibrous Plants is Tried Out on

Expected to be Profitable.

EL CENTRO, May 17.—The pros- 
pect of regular train service on the 
Westmoreland line has awakened 
interest in that place as a shipping 
point, and a cotton gin will be es- 
tablished there before the season 
opens, provided the site can be se- 
cured on reasonable terms. The in- 
creased acreage of this staple would 
guarantee sufficient patronage for 
the contemplated gin. 

NEW INVENTION. 

Much benefit is expected to come 
to the Imperial Valley if an inven- 
tien now being tried on the Timken 
ranch to strip fibrous plants main- 
tains its successful operation. The 
machine was invented by G. W. 
Schlichten, Simultaneously with the 
arrival of Mr. Schlichten here 190 
acres of hemp was planted on the 
Timken ranch. That was February 
26 this year. and the plant has now 
reached a height of six feet and 
will be ready for cutting about the 
middie of June, when it will have 
reached a height of ten feet. 

For one month the machinery 
has been used to strip the fiber

from cotton stems, separating it 
from the pulp, and as a result of 
this work three wagonloads of cot- 
ton stem fiber passed through the 
streets of El Centro this morning 
to be placed on cars and shipped to 
St. Louis, where it will be manu- 
factured into burlap. The invention 
will give the now wasted cotton stem 
a market value. For years in the

Five Sites Near Los Angeles. 


REPARED to search Southern 
California until they have 
found a location that answers 

in every respect the requirements of 
the War Department, a commftee 
composed of officers of the Western 
Department, U.S. A., are due in Los 
Angeles from San Francisco today or 
tomorrow for personal observation 
of the half-dozen sites offered as 
concentration camps for the men 
drafted from five Western States. 
Advices received from San Francis- 
co last night indicate that the board 
may remain in Southern California 
for two weeks. It is considered cer- 
tain now that the site will be south 
of the Tehachepi and somewhere 
near Los Angeles, 

Upon their decision will rest the 
welfare of some 48,000 men, to be 
drafted for the new army. Many

FOR STOUGH RANCH.

NATURE MOODS PLEASE. 


SINGER SHOWS HERSELF GOOD 
INTERPRETER OF THEM. 


By Edwin Schallert. 
Among local musicians Miss 
Helen Tappe, who gave a pleasing 
programme of song last night at the 
Woman's Club House, has always 
maintained a position for cleverness 
and individuality quite her own. 
This was the first occasion for * 
eral seasons she has appeared in a 
public recital, and afforded a num- 
ber of interested listeners opportu- 
nity to enjoy her work to the utmost. 


It is unfortunate that all compos- 
ers of bird songs cannot have as 
adequate an interpreter as Miss 


Iappe proved herself to be in the 
numbers of the type she caroled in 
her own distinctive way. Her voice 
is peculiarly birdlike, and proved 
particularly effective in such selec- 
tions as “Summer,” by Chaminade, 
and The Merry Brown Thrush,” 
by Roy Lamont Smith, which was 
redemanded. Another song of the 
same kind, “The Song of the Lark,” 
by Homer Grunn, was marred a trifle 
by off-pitch singing. 

Songs in which the brighter side 
of nature finds a place also seemed 
especially adapted to Miss Tappe’'s 
style. She included Die Mainacht.“ 
Brahms; “Fruehlingsnacht,” by 
Schumann, especially well sung. In 
English she gave “A Little Winding 
Road,” by London Ronald, and 
with trio accompaniment, the “Cali- 
fornia Night Song,” by H. J. Stew- 
art. This latter number, despite its 
conventionality, is one of the few 
California songs which offer some- 
thing typical of the State's atmos- 
phere; its measures bring the 
fragrance of orange blossoms. 

Not perfect in every detail, per- 
haps, were Miss Tappe's renditions 
of euch colorature selections a6 
“Caro nome,” from Verdi's, but her 
voice is well suited to their expres- 
sion, nevertheless. 

It is a peculiarly grateful voice. 
The brightness of its timbre is re- 
freshing, and the singer is unaffected 
in her interpretations. In general 
she keeps within the range of 
selections that do not reveal her 
limitations perceptilly. 

Edith Lane Decker, Berta Tappe 
Naujoks and Miss Tappe played the 
Allegro Moderato from Godard's 
Trio, Opus 72, for violoncello and 
piano. Mrs. Hennion Robinson was 
throughout a delight in her accom- 
paniments, which are always no 
small portion of any recital at which 
she plays.

| T° INCLUDE GERMANY. 

The effect of America's entry into the 
world war is already apparent in the new 
spirit animating the councils of the Entente 
Allies. Talk of territorial extensions or 
money indemnities as the price of peace is 
silent now before the new idea of peace 
itself as the price of the war. 

America is directing a democratic all- 
ance. The whole aspect of the war's bear- 
ing on the future has changed. Russia will 
never again be an imperial menace. In 
deference to President Wilson Italy is modi- 
fying her demands on Austria. Great Brit- 
ain and Germany, formerly the chief antago- 
nists, are being brought closer together 
through the guiding genius of the United 
States. Slowly but surely all the peoples 
of the earth are being drawn into the 
League to Enfarce Peace, according to the 
principles laid down by ex-President Taft 
and brought into action by the war declara- 
tion of the present Congress. 

The final terms on which peace will be 
concluded will diverge widely from the orig- 
inal aims of either the Central Powers or 
the Entente in the first year of hostilities. 
America, being the one nation whose por 
tion in the contest has never been for a 
moment in doubt, will enjoy the trust of all 
and so take a leading part in framing the 
new world constitution for the adjustment 
of all international disputes. 

We see a rainbow sign of promise for the 
establishment of a better order after the 
Present chaos in the action of the large 
representative conference, just held in Len- 
don, which enthusiastically indorsed the 
League of Nations to Enforce Peace, as 
championed by Taft and Wilson. One item 
in the report of the meeting deserves spe- 
cial emphasis: 

“Thunderous applause greeted Lord Buck- 
master when, in supporting the resolution, 
he advocated Germany's inclusion in the 


league. 
The applause bespeaks the higher senti- 
ments growing in force and intensity at the 
horror of modern methods of warfare. We 
can only escape a future calamity by in- 
cluding the leading scientific and industrial 
power of Central Europe as an honored 
member in the combination. And we can- 
not hope to win that virile nation as a part- 
ner in the league of democracies while she 
is dominated by the present militaristic 
government. 
That is the crux of the situation. That 
sums up the case for America. Our task is 
not to conquer but to redeem Germany by 


-easting out the devils of Prussianism. We 


must, in the words of the old prayer, “turn 
the hearts of the disobedient to the wisdom 
of the just.” This is for us a war to end 
all war. On the American anvil the world 
must beat its swords into pruning hooks. 
Through America’s armed intervention the 
smallest law-abiding nation is to receive 
equal; recognition with the strongest law- 
enforcing world power. 

To talk of leaving Germany out of such a 
combination is sheer nonsense. To accept 
her under her present rulers is impossible. 
But Germany must come in. Otherwise we 
are forming a monstrous league of civilized 
countries to boycott one of its most nec- 
essary members. In which case the United 
States would have entered a war on false 
premises. 

We are inclined to dwell on the depend- 
ence of democracy on the strength of Amer- 
len in the fight for ultimate victory. We do 
so, however, only because that strength 

tees a fair deal for the world when 
For this reason we are 
pleased to observe how readily the best 
elements in the British Empire are follow- 
ing the lead set by American statesmen. 
For this reason, too, we believe that the 
best elements in Germany will yet swing 
that powerful nation into line with the aims 
and aspirations of the coming world democ- 


GOVERNMENT ON TRIAL. 
Free government and universal suf- 
frage are on trial in the present world strug- 
gle between democracy and imperialism. 
The stock argument against democratic gov- 


and efficiency; that where it is everybody's 
business to govern no permanent govern- 
ment exists; that it is impossible to wield 
the forces of a republic into a compact, co- 
herent mass for either offensive or defen- 
sive action. In support of this contention 
the imperialists point to the wrecks of de- 
mocracies that strew the pages of history. 
Admitting that the American Swiss re 
publics are exceptions to rule, the 
assertion is made that it is their weak- 
ness, not their strength, that has preserved 
them. 

Because democracies have perished in 
the past it does not necessarily follow that 
democratic government is itself at fault. It 
would be equally competent to cite in- 
stances of disaster to aeronauts in the past 
as an argument against the use of airplanes 
in modern warfare. But the argument does 
apply in this: we must avoid the faults that 
have wrecked past democracies if those of 
the present age are to endure. Govern- 
ments, like men, can rise on stepping stones 
of their dead selves to higher things. 

Among many peoples democracy and me- 
diocrity are still regarded as synonymous 
terms. English economists are not ready 
to admit that our republican form of gov- 
ernment is as advantageous to the g€ov- 
erned as that of a Umited monarchy. In a 
recent address before the Classical Associa- 
tion of London, reported by The Times, 
Prof. Ridgeway referred to democracies in 
the following terms: 

“A modern world filled only with demo- 
cratic states would be like a stagnant pond 
in some shady spot in which no higher ant- 
mal forms could live, but overflowing with 
all the lower and baser forms of life. In 
a world of perfect peace humanity would 
perish from its own physical and moral 
corruption.” 

This sentiment was eheered roundly by 
the assemblage. It expresses, perhaps, the 
feeling of a majority of the citizens of 
Great Britain towards democratic govern- 
ment. 

Efficiency and economy are two fixed 
standards of government. The problem of 
modern democracies is to attain these un- 
der the elective franchise. Conscientious 
friends of free government must admit that 
this problem has not yet been satisfactorily 
solved, even in our American republic. Our 
internal administration is wastefully extrav- 
agant, while our foreign representatives are 
often the laughing stock of the governments 
to which they are assigned. Many have 
been so ludicrously incompetent that the 
governments by which they were received, 
judging the master by the man, look upon 


the American republic as a huge joke. Ger- 


ernment is that it is lacking in stability . 


F His Own Medicine. 
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man strategists continue to view with equa- 
nimity the entrance of the United States 
into the Buropean war. They were more 
disturbed by the action of Italy and Ruma- 
nia than by that of the American republic. 
They regard the United States as a country 
infested with politicians, as with vermin, 
but without statesmen. 

It might be well if we were to take some 
of these criticisms to heart. We have en- 
tirely too many patriots by profession whose 
standard for measuring any question is not 
what will it mean to the country, but “What 
will it do for me?” Congress is honey- 
combed with them; the percentage le near- 
ly as great at Washington as at Sacramen- 
to. Too many representatives are con- 
cerned chiefly in a hunt for votes. Our 
judiciary suffers from the same malady. 
Too often court decisions are influenced by 
the vote-getting consideration. Emile Fa- 
guet of Academie Francaise” refers to the 
method of selecting the judiciary of the 
United States as one to be avoided. He 
alleges that the result of an elective ju- 
diciary is that “One soon becomes very 
suspicious of its justice.” He adds that 
there is only one relatively good result from 
this system, “Honest people learn quickly 
to avold lawsuits.” 

It is possible that the present struggle 
between democracy and empire may fur- 
nish the incentive that is needed to reform 
our own government. Just as the sword 
rusts in the scabbard, a government grows 
inefficient, stagnant perhaps, when nothing 
threatens from without to put its efficiency 
to the test. Much of our trouble is occa- 
sioned by overconfidence in the efficiency of 
governmental forms. 

We are too prone to imagine that because 
our government is a government of the 
people and for the people both permanency 
and perfection are assured. During ite pres- 
ent diplomatic visit the English commission 
has indicated pretty clearly that it has little 
confidence in the efficiency of democratic 
methods in a crisis. The influence of Mr. 
Balfour, English Secretary for Foreign Af 
fairs, and that of his associates was thrown 
in favor of a stricter censorship. They re- 
gard muZzziing the independent press of the 
country-as a necessity. They hold it to be 
a grave error for a government to seek to 
take the nation as a whole into its confi- 
dence. In fact, their attitude towards this 
country savors very much of benevolent as- 
similation. « 

Congress seems to have avoided the mis- 
take of attempting to have us fight impe- 
rialism with its own weapons. Our Amer- 
ican press is not to be muzzled and we are 
to fight in the light. Rut as the war pro- 
gresses we must show to the, other Entente 
Powers that efficiency is not impossible to 
democracy; that brains fight better than 
human automatons. Democracies may not 
produce Talleyrands and Balfours, but they 
produced and can produce the highest type 
of fearless, efficient manhood.

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BJECTS OF WAR. . 

It has been wisely said that “ideas are 
the great warriors of the world, a war 
that has no ideas behind it is simply bru- 
tality;” but concerning few of the great 
wars of the world may it truthfully be said 
that each soldier was inspired only by pa- 
triotism, and that each knew exactly why 
he kept pace with the beat of the drums? 
Had it been asked of the disciplined and 
almost invincible legions of Rome why they 
desolated Africa or invaded Gaul, soldier 
and centurion would have alike replied that 
they knew not “save that it was the will of 
Caesar.” Most of the wars of Europe, both 
ancient and modern, were fought without 
disguise for power, for plunder and extend- 
ed rule. The Spartan father said to his 
boys, “Go, my sons, and remember that you 
cross the Alps to steal,” and the first Na- 
poleon said the same thing when, pointing 
southward toward the rich cities and fruit- 
ful plains of Lombardy, he gave utterance 
to the bandits’ appeal, “There are the Alps 
and there is Italy.” 

America has a different history. Our 
Revolutionary War was fought, not to de- 
prive any nation or any man of any right, 
but only to establish our own right to free- 
dom on our own soll. The war of 1812-15 
was fought to defend the right of our ships 
to sail the ocean without interference from 
Great Britain. Our Civil War was fought in 
the first instance to preserve our national 
existence and as an outgrowth to put an 
end to slavery, and every Union soldier 
knew why he was in the ranks. Behind 
each Union bayonet was a thought. Behind 
each Confederate bayonet was a passion. 
The Confederates were as brave and as in- 
telligent as the Federals. We gained the 
contest because on our side were arrayed 
stronger battalions than any ever marshaled 
by mortal man. The inborn, ineradicable, 
invincible sentiments of the human heart 
were with us. The God of the Eternities 
was with us. 

In the Spanish War we fought again from 
an unselfish purpose to obtain the freedom 
of man. We entered the present war to de- 
fend the right of our ships and our citizens 
to sail over God's seas without molestation. 
But being forced into it by the German Em- 
peror, it will be our duty to ourselves and 
to civilization to ald in prosecuting it by 
the most effective and avaliable means un- 
til that scourge of Europe, Wilhelm Hohen- 
zoliern, shall be sent for the rest of his days 
to dwell on some lonely island, and the 
German people, redeemed, regenerated and 
disenthralled, shall resume the pursuits of 
industry and enjoy the blessings of peace.

CONSECRATING 
THE CITIZEN.

While there is so much interest in 
the alien citizen, so much agitation 
about the hyphen, there is one point 
that we might reasonably consider. 

When we are confirmed in our re- 
ligion in our youth a grave and dig- 
nified ceremony is performed by the 
bishop—a real consecration. 

And our marriage ceremony, too, 
is usually consecrated with a church 
service, with solemn individual vows, 
with a sense of real dedication. 

But when one renounces allegiance 
former country; when 
one takes the tremendous step of 
forswearing one's own blood, tradi- 
tions, loyalties, for a new national 
tie, the great vow is taken before a 
weary, harassed clerk in the corner 
of a crowded courtroom who gabbles 
over the formula in more or less 
intelligible patter, and the whole 
thing is over in something under a 
minute and a half. It is no cere 
mony, no consecration, no dedica- 
tion, but a mere garbled incoher- 
ence, raced through at breathless 
speed, a most undignified and hasty 
climax to a rather tremendous un- 
dertaking. | 

It is a much more serious and 
ceremonial business for a man to 
become a Mason or a member of 
some fraternal order than it is to 
become the citizen of this country. 
These organizations well know the 
value of ritual, of solemnly-taken 
vows, of the deep and abiding im- 
pression made by ceremony. People 
who are married before a registrar 
rarely feel that they are properly 
married. You could never make me 
believe that the Masons would keep 
their vows 80 solemnly if there were 
no more to it than that gabbled vow 
we take when we become American 
citizens. 

I shall never forget my poignant 
disappointment, after two months of 
serious preparation on my part, se- 
rious searchings of heart and con- 
science, serious study of the gov- 
ernment, laws and Constitution of 
the United States, which took me 
back to my confirmation days and 
‘aroused all the sense of devotion and 
dedication that that solemn occasion 
had engendered, to find that, after 
a curt examination of literacy and 


“vharacter, all that was required of 


me was to go over to a dusty cor- 
ner, listen to a clerk gabble over 
a hasty little formula about for- 
swearing allegiance’ to King George 
V the while my right band was 
raised perfunctorily, and indicate my 
acquiescence by a mere mumble. It 
seemed buch a paltry conclusion for 
all my emotions and heart-search- 
ings, so belittling and trumpery. No 
one took any further notice of us; 
the next case was being hurried 
through even as | took my vow. 

The oath of allegiance. adminis- 
‘tered by a high priest, with accom- 
panying ritual, could be such a won- 
derfully impressive, exalting thing. 
It should be one of the great emo- 
tional, ceremonial events of our life. 
It should rank with our confirma- 
tion, our marriage, our burial serv- 
ices. It should live in our memories 
as the great exaltation. But as at 
present administered it lacks all sig- 
nificance. It is frank hustle, getting 
the irksome job over as quickly as 
possible. And yet in it we are re 
nouncing the country of our birth, of 
our blood, of our relations, of our 
traditions, our first love. We are 
adopting a new  patriotism—that 
wonderful factor which makes men 
die for their country cheerfully, glad - 
ly, and proud to live for her. It is 
much more momentous than re- 
nouncing an old faith for a new, 
one’s parents for one's spouse, an 
old love for a new. Patriotism, 
which moves the world, which rare- 
ly calls to man in vain for the great 
ultimate renunciation, is of so little 
account that a tired, little, harassed 
clerk in a noisy corner of a crowded 
courtroom is deemed sufficiently 
important to hear our tremendous 
vow.

Yet it was not, certainly, from love 
or admiration of the English and the 
French that the Germans mastered 
their tongues. The fact that the 
United States has now abandoned 
its purely western hemisphere posi- 
tion and is henceforth to be world- 
wide in its interests makes it incum- 
bent upon us to teach at least the 
three leading European languages, 
French, German and Spanish, in our 
schools—not as a matter of require- 
ment, perhaps, but to all who will 
learn, and to teach them in a more 
thorough and business-like way than 
they have ever been taught before. 
In Washington, during the recent 
days of public honors to the French 
mission, the advantage to a Con- 
gressman or an official of a know!l- 
edge of French has been immense. 
Few of them, indeed, have been 
found capable of conversing with 
Marshal Joffre and M. Vivian! in 
their own language; and these few 
have been distinguished and envied 
among their fellows. We have been 
poor linguists in the past — we 
“haven't cared for abroad.” If we 
are to take an equal position among 
the nationg we must improve in this 
regard.

CORPORATION MAY CONDEMN 
LAND IN CHINATOWN, 


Former Action, in Which Value 


of Property was Fixed at Nearly 
Half-million Dollars, Invalidated 


A jury in Judge Wilbur's court 
started hearing the evidence yester- 
day in the second suit against China- 
town property owners to condemn 
land for the Industrial Terminal 
Railway Company. A former trial 
resulted in a jury fixing the value 
of the land sought at $420,602. But 
when it appeared thht the Industrial 
Terminal company had not obtained 
the consent of the State Railroad 
Commission to construct tracks and 
other railway equipment, the suit 
was dismissed. 

It was alleged in the former sult 
that the corporation was formed for 
speculative purposes. But the cor- 
poration contended that it was op- 
posed by other interests who were 
seeking to freeze it out. 

After argument on the matter of 
necessity Judge Wilbur ruled for the 


corporation. All that remains is to 
fix damages for the land.
